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The Canada Year Book of 1940 was recently released for distribu- 
tion. The edition gives a picture of Canada once again at war. The 
special features include a résumé of Canada’s war effort during the 
first ten months of hostilities and a review of economic development 
under the altered circumstances. Our forest and mineral resources in 
relation to war requirements also receive special treatment. Other 
sections are introduced regarding the Power Resources, Agriculture, 
Marketing, Legislation, the National Harbours Board, Royal Cana- 
dian Mint, and Scientific and Industrial Research. The price of the 
volume, consisting of more than 1,200 pages is $1.50. Paper bound 
copies for ministers, bona fide students and school teachers may be 
obtained at 50 cents each. 
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BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN NOVEMBER 


The continued advance in economic activity was the chief constructive 
factor in the Canadian situation during the first eleven months of 1940. The 
index of the physical volume of business showed almost uninterrupted acceler- 
ation from the early part of 1939 to the later months of the year just ended. 
The net result was that productive operations reached a level far in advance of 
any other period in Canadian economic history. Participation in a world war 
showed its influence upon other major economic factors during 1940. High- 
grade bond prices recorded a moderate recovery during the year. A considerable 
proportion of the marked decline during the first month of hostilities was counter- 
balanced in the subsequent period. 

Wholesale prices recorded marked advance during the first four months of 
the conflict, followed by a condition of steadiness during the year just ended. 
While the gain in the the last four months of 1939 was of considerable proportions, 
the intermediate maximum reached in 1937 was not recovered. An upward 
drift was evident from June to the end of 1940, but the fluctuation during the 
year in the general average of commodity prices was remarkably slight. The 
official index showed a minor gain in November over the preceding month. 
The advance over the average of the first ten months of 1939 was 11-3 p.c., 
the standing in 1940 having been 82-7 against 74-3. 

The fluctuation in common stock prices followed a different pattern. An 
advance occurred during the first two months of the war period but marked 
reaction followed in May and June, reflecting the adverse developments in the 
course of hostilities. The rally in subsequent months was of a moderate char- 
acter and speculative trading was very inactive. The liquid position of the banks 
was well maintained again, but considerable fluctuation was shown in deposit 
liabilities. Funds were accumulated in anticipation of the two war loans placed 
during the year and payment naturally led to a reduction in deposit accounts. 
Demand deposits at the end of September amounted to slightly over $1 billion, 
against $764 m.llion on the same date of 1939. 


Business Operations. 


The participation of Canada in war operations had an accelerating effect 
upon most of the groups engaged in production. The mining industry expanded 
operations over the high level of the preceding year, but relatively greater 
acceleration was shown in manufacturing and construction. The index of 
mineral production rose about 11 p.c. in the first eleven months of 1940 over 
the same period of the preceding year. Manufacturing production and the 
index of contracts awarded, on the other hand, showed advances of 24 p.c. and 
72 p.c., respectively. 

The gain in productive operations was continued in November over the 
preceding month. Base metals were marketed in much greater volume. Some 
decline was shown in the shipments of silver, while asbestos exports were fully 
maintained after seasonal adjustment. The index of manufactures of foodstuffs 
rose from 131 in October to nearly 139. The output of sugar was 174 million 
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pounds in the latest four-week period compared with 92-2 million. The index 
of slaughterings rose from 227 to 230 in November, marked gains having been 
shown in cattle and sheep, whereas the advance in the slaughtering of hogs was 
less than normal for the season. The consumption of raw cotton, indicating 
conditions in the textile industry, was 16-2 million pounds against 16-7 million 
in the preceding month. 


Operations of the forestry industry continued at a high level, the index 
based on four factors standing 146-7 against 148-2 in the preceding month. 
The output of automobiles was 23,621 units against 21,151. The contracts 
awarded amounted to nearly $55 million against $26-4 million in October. The 
railway freight movement showed recession less than normal for the season, the 
index advancing from 83 to nearly 88. Merchandise exports, exclusive of gold, 
were $118-4 million against $106-8 million. 


Agriculture. 


The field crops of the year just ended had a gross value of $648-3 million, 
which was 3 p.c. below the gross value of the output of the preceding year, 
which amounted to $669-7 million. The value in 1940 was greater than in any 
year from 1931 to 1938. The wheat crop was valued at $280-6 million against 
$265-7 million in 1939. The increased production more than offset a decline 
in the average farm price from 54 cents per bushel to 51 cents on the crop 
recently harvested. 


Wheat stocks in elevators in Canada were 420 million bushels during the 
week ended December 6, against 313-6 million for the same week of 1939. 
Export clearances during the period from August 1 to December 6 was 33-2 
million bushels against 48-8 million bushels in the same period of the preceding 
year. For the eighteen weeks ended December 6, marketings in the Prairie 
Provinces amounted to 253-9 million bushels against 354-1 million during the 
same period of 1939. Generally favourable weather and crop conditions for 
winter grains reported by Broomhall for most European sections, are in con- 
trast with complaints of delayed harvesting in the Southern hemisphere due to 
excessive rains. Seeding in Russia has been completed on a full acreage. 
Frosty conditions have interfered with seeding in Rumania but elsewhere con- 
ditions are satisfactory. The same authority announced that incomplete returns 
of wheat and flour exports for the nineteen-week period, which commenced on 
August 1, showed a total of only about 100 million bushels, or a weekly average 
of 5-3 million. This average, maintained throughout the rest of the year, 
would aggregate 274 million bushels, a very sharp reduction from the pre-war 
average. 


Automobiles and Railways. 


Production of automobiles in November reached a higher point than for 
any month since June, 1927, the total having been 23,631 units against 21,151 
in October and 16,756 in November, 1939. Production in the latest month 
included 10,184 passenger cars and 12,807 trucks. During the eleven months 
of 1940, production totalled 199,620 units against 138,450 in the same period 
of 1939. For the eleven months ended November, Canada’s production of 
trucks rose to 101,147 units, an increase of 146 p.c. over the 41,024 units pro- 
duced in the like period of 1939, and a still wider gain over the 37,909 trucks 
produced in the eleven months ended November, 1938. An order was issued 
banning the manufacture of new models of automobiles, railway cars, and 
other vehicles, bicycles, radios and virtually all appliances and equipment used 
in Canada, except by special permit. No changes will be permitted except for 
good and sufficient reasons and then only under permit from the machine tools 
controller, who may authorize minor changes or betterments in existing designs 
which do not involve too great a use of machine tools or skilled labour. 
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Canadian railway gross earnings rose in November to the highest level for 
that month since 1929. Canadian National Railways recorded a wider increase 
in comparison with a year ago, the figure of $22-4 million being up $1-8 million 
or 8-7 p.c., constituting the greatest receipts for November since the $23-3 
million reported in 1929. 


External Trade. 

Canada’s domestic exports, exclusive of gold, reached, in November, a new 
all-time record for any month. The total was $117-5 million compared with 
$97 -2 million in November, 1939, and the preceding high point of $110-8 million 
recorded during June. Domestic exports in the eleven months ended November 
amounted to $1,081 million compared with $823-9 million in the same period 
of last year, a gain of $257-4 million. Application of outright embargoes against 
imports of a substantial list of United States products and extension of a licen- 
sing system to imports of still other United States products, was announced by 
the Minister of Finance. An extension of special allowances for depreciation 
or tax credits to certain Canadian companies to encourage them to increase 
their exports, was recently announced. The object of the proposal is to en- 
courage manufacturing and some gold mining companies working on a narrow 
profit to expand their operations so they can export more extensively, particu- 
larly to the United States, and thus provide exchange with which Canada may 
pay for more war supplies purchased in that country. 


Internal Trade. 


Department store sales in Canada during November showed a considerable 
rise. The dollar volume of business increased 6 p.c. over October and 21 p.c. 
over November, 1939. Cumulative totals for 1940 were 12 p.c. greater than 
in the like period one year before. The index of the cost of living was 107-8 
during November against 107-0 in October and 103-8 in November, 1939. 


Finance. 

Dominion Government revenues in November amounted to $63-8 million 
and expenditures to $116-3 million, leaving an excess of expenditures over rev- 
enues of $52-5 million. This compared with October revenues of nearly $60 
million and expenditures of $127-6 million, with excess of expenditures at 
approximately $67-7 million. For the same month one year before income 
totalled $41-5 million and expenditures $63-4 million, leaving an excess of 
expenditure of $21-9 million. The revenue for the eight months of the present 
fiscal year amounted to $506-9 million and expenditures to $685-3 million. In 
the same period of the preceding year revenues were $354-7 million and expend- 
itures $374-5 million. 

The Bank of Canada announced, on December 12, the sale of $440 million 
of Dominion of Canada Treasury Bills due March 14, 1941. The average 
discount price of accepted bids was 99-84328 and average yield 0-630 p.c. This 
is a new low point for the year, the previous minimum having been 0-635 p.c. 
established on October 31. 

It was announced, on November 21, that the war outlay during June and 
July was at the rate of $40 million per month, whereas in September it had 
risen to $67 million and in October to $81 million. Revenue receipts in the 
fiscal year to the date in question were $145 million more than at the same date 
of the preceding year. It was intimated that the next war loan would not be 
issued until next summer. November subscription to the Dominion of Canada 
non-interest-bearing certificates reached a total of $589,091, bringing the total 
sales of the issue to the end of that month to $3-4 million.

SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN NOVEMBRE 


L’accélération continue de I’activité économique est le principal facteur constructif de la 
situation au Canada les onze premiers mois de 1940. L’indice du volume physique des affaires 
monte d’une facon presque ininterrompue depuis la premiére partie de 1939 jusqu’aux derniers 
mois de l’année qui finit. Comme résultat net, la production atteint un niveau qui surpasse de 
beaucoup celui de toute autre période de l’histoire économique du Canada. La participation 4 
une guerre mondiale influe sur d’autres facteurs économiques importants en 1940. Une partie 
considérable du déclin marqué au cours du premier mois des hostilités est contre-balancée pendant 
la période subséquente. 


Les prix de gros haussent d’une fagon marquée les quatre premiers mois du conflit, mais ils 
se maintiennent fermes au cours de l’année qui finit. Bien que l’augmentation des quatre derniers 
mois de 1939 revéte des proportions considérables, le maximum intermédiaire atteint en 1937 
n’est pas touché de nouveau. Une orientation 4 la hausse se manifeste de juin & la fin de 1940, 
mais les fluctuations de la moyenne générale des prix de gros pendant l’année sont remarquable- 
ment légéres. En novembre I’indice officiel fait un gain peu important en regard de celui du mois 
précédent. Par rapport & la moyenne des dix premiers mois de 1939, l’indice avance de 11-3 
p.c., 8 établissant & 82-7 en 1940 contre 74-3. 


Les fluctuations des actions ordinaires offrent des différences. Une avance se produit les 
deux premiers mois de la guerre, mais survient ensuite une réaction marquée en mai et en juin 
qui refléte les développements défavorables dans le cours des hostilités. La reprise des mois 
suivants est modérée et les opérations spéculatives sont trés inactives. La position liquide des 
banques se maintient bien ehcore, mais les dépéts fluctuent considérablement. On accumulait 
des fonds en prévision des deux emprunts de guerre lancés pendant !’année et la souscription & 
ces emprunts a naturellement concouru 4 faire diminuer les comptes de dépét. Les dépéts A 
demande 4 la fin de septembre excédent légérement $1,000,000,000 comparativement A $764,000,- 
000 la méme date de 1939. 


Transactions commerciales. 


La participation du Canada 4 la guerre a pour effet de faire augmenter la production de la 
plupart des industries. Les opérations de l'industrie miniére prennent de |’expension en regard 
du niveau élevé de l’année précédente, mais l’activité est relativement plus grande dans l’industrie 
manufacturiére et la construction. Les onze premiers mois de 1940 l’indice de la production 
minéra'e monte d’environ 11 p.c. comparativement 4 la méme période de l’année précédente. 
La production manufacturiére et les contrats adjugés, d’autre part, augmentent de 24 p.c. et 
de 72 p.c. respectivement. 


En novembre la production continue d’augmenter en regard du mois précédent. Le volume 
des ventes de métaux communs est encore plus considérable. Les expéditions d’argent déclinent 
un peu, tandis que les exportations d’amiante se maintiennent parfaitement au méme point, 
aprés ajustement saisonnier. L’indice de la production alimentaire grimpe de 131 en octobre 
& prés de 139. La production de sucre s’éléve 4 174,000,000 de livres la derniére période de quatre 
semaines comparativement 4 92,200,000 livres. L’indice des abatages inspectés passe de 227 
& 230 en novembre; les abatages de bétes A cornes et de moutons accusent un gain marqué, tandis 
que l’augmentation des abatages de pores est moins que normale pour la saison. La consommation 
de coton brut, indiquant la situation des textiles, se place 4 16,200,000 livres contre 16,700,000 
le mois précédent. 
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Les opérations de l’industrie forestiére se maintiennent 4 un niveau élevé; l’indice, basé sur 
quatre facteurs, s’établit 4 146-7 en regard de 148 -2 le mois préeédent. La production d’automobiles 
est de 23,621 unités contre 21,151. Les contrats adjugés approchent $55,000,000 comparativement 
4 $26,400,000 en octobre. Le trafic-marchandises des chemins de fer fait voir une régression moins 
que normale pour la saison et l’indice avance de 83 A prés de 88. Les exportations de marchandises 
(& l’exelusion de l’or) valent $118,400,000 en regard de $106,800,000. 


Agriculture. 


Au cours de l’année qui se termine les récoltes de grande culture ont une valeur brute de $648,- 
300,000, soit 3 p.c. de moins que la valeur brute de la production de l’année précédente, qui s’élevait 
4 $669,700,000. En 1940 la valeur est plus forte qu’en toute autre année de 1931 4 1938. La 
récolte de blé est évaluée & $280,600,000 contre $265,700,000 en 1939. L’augmentation de la 
production fait plus que contre-balancer la diminution du prix moyen & la ferme de 54 cents le 
boisseau 4 51 cents pour la nouvelle récolte. 

Les stocks de blé dans les élévateurs au Canada se placent 4 420,000,000 de boisseaux la 
semaine terminée le 6 décembre, 4 rapprocher de 313,600,000 la méme semaine de 1939. Du 
ler aoit au 6 décembre les expéditions s’élévent A 33,200,000 boisseaux comparativement & 
48,800,000 la méme période de l'année précédente. Les arrivages dans les provinces des Prairies 
se placent 4 253,900,000 boisseaux les dix-huit semaines terminées le 6 décembre, en regard de 
354,100,000 la méme période de 1939. Des conditions de température et des états de culture 
généralement favorables pour les grains d’hiver, comme le rapporte Broomhall pour la plupart 
des pays européens, contrastent avec les plaintes que la moisson est retardée par les pluies ex- 
cessives dans l’hémisphére austral. En Russie toutes les emblavures projetées ont été ensemen- 
cées en entier. La gelée a entravé les semailles en Roumanie, mais ailleurs les conditions sont 
satisfaisantes. La méme source d’information annonce que les rapports incomplets des exporta- 
tions de blé et de farine au cours de la période de dix-neuf semaines commencée le ler aoft ne 
font voir qu’un total d’environ 100,000,000 de boisseaux, soit une moyenne hebdomadaire de 
5,300,000 boisseaux. Cette moyenne, si elle se maintient durant le reste de l’année, donnera un 
total de 274,000,000 de boisseaux, diminution trés violente en regard de la moyenne d’avant- 
guerre. 


Automobiles et Chemins de fer. 


La production d’automobiles en novembre atteint un point plus élevé qu’en tout autre mois 
depuis juin 1927; le total est de 23,621 unités, comparativement 4 21,151 en octobre et 16,756 en 
novembre 1939. La production du mois dernier comprend 10,184 voitures de tourisme et 12,807 
camions. Durant les onze mois de 1940 la production s’établit A 199,620 unités contre 138,450 
la méme période de 1939. Au cours des onze mois terminés en novembre la production canadienne 
de camions se place 4 101,147 unités, augmentation de 146 p.c. sur la production de 41,024 unités 
la méme période de 1939; l’augmentation est encore plus forte comparativement 4 la production 
de 37,909 camions les onze mois terminés en novembre 1938. Un ordre a été publié, interdisant la 
fabrication de nouveaux modéles d’automobiles, de wagons de chemin de fer et autres véhicules, 
de bicyclettes, de radios et de presque tous les appareils et outillages utilisés au Canada, sauf 
moyennant un permis spécial. On ne permettra aucun changement excepté pour de bonnes et 
suffisantes raisons et seulement moyennant un permis accordé par le contréleur des machines- 
outils, qui peut autoriser des modifications ou améliorations peu importantes des modéles existants 
pourvu qu’elles ne comportent pas un trop grand usage des machines-outils ou de la main-d’oeuvre 
spécialisée. 

En novembre les recettes brutes des chemins de fer canadiens atteignent leur niveau le plus 
élevé pour ce mois depuis 1929. Les recettes du Canadien-National se chiffrent 4 $22,400,000, 
augmentation de $1,800,000 ou de 8-7 p.c. sur l’an dernier; ces recettes sont les plus considérables 
en novembre depuis 1929, alors qu’elles se placgaient 4 $23,300,000. 


Commerce extérieur. 


Les exportations canadiennes (a |’exclusion de |’or) établissent en novembre un nouveau 
record pour tout mois. Le total est de $117,500,000, 4 rapprocher de $97,200,000 en novembre 
1939 et la cime précédente de $110,800,000 en juin. Les exportations canadiennes au cours des 
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onze mois terminés en novembre se chiffrent 4 $1,081,300,000 comparativement 4 $823,900,000 
la méme période de I’an dernier, augmentation de $257,400,000. Le Ministre des Finances a 
annonceé l’application d’embargos complets sur les importations de bon nombre de produits 
américains et ]’extension d’un systéme d’autorisation pour les importations d’autres produits 
des Etats-Unis. On a récemment annoncé I’extension d’allocations spéciales pour dépréciation 
ou crédits en taxes 4 certaines compagnies canadiennes pour les encourager 4 augmenter leurs 
exportations. L’objet de cette mesure est d’encourager les compagnies manufacturiéres et les 
compagnies de mines d’or qui réalisent un faible profit 4 accroftre leurs opérations afin qu’elles 
puissent exporter davantage, particuliérement aux Etats-Unis, et fournir ainsi du change avec 
lequel le Canada puisse acheter plus de matériel de guerre en ce pays. 


Commerce intérieur. 


Les ventes des magasins & rayons au Canada augmentent considérablement en novembre. 
Le volume des affaires en dollars augmente de 6 p.c. par rapport & octobre et de 21 p.c. en regard 
de novembre 1939. Les totaux cumulatifs pour 1940 excédent de 12 p.c. ceux de la méme période 
de l’an dernier. L’indice du cofit de la vie se place & 107-8 en novembre, A rapprocher de 107-0 
en octobre et 103-8 en novembre 1939. 


Finance. 


Les recettes du Gouvernement fédéral en novembre se chiffrent 4 $63,800,000 et les dépenses 
s’élévent & $116,300,000, laissant un excedent de $52,500,000 des dépenses sur les recettes. Le 
mois précédent les recettes approchaient $60,000,000 et les dépenses s’établissaient 4 $127,600,000, 
laissant un excédent d’environ $67,700,000 en dépenses. Le méme mois |’an dernier les recettes 
se placaient A $41,500,000 et les dépenses se chiffraient A $63,400,000, laissant un excédent de 
$21,900,000 en dépenses. Les recettes des huit mois de l’année fiscale courante atteignent un 
total de $506,900,000 et les dépenses, $685,300,000. La méme période de l’année fiscale précé- 
dente les recettes s’élevaient 4 $354,700,000 et les dépenses, A $374,500,000. 

Le 12 décembre la Banque du Canada a annoncé la vente de $440,000,000 de bons du Trésor 
du Dominion du Canada dus le 14 mars 1941. Le prix moyen des offres acceptées est de 99 -84328 
et le rendement moyen, de 0-630 p.c. C’est un nouveau creux pour l’année, le minimum antérieur 
étant de 0-635 p.c. le 31 octobre. 

On a annoncé le 21 novembre que les dépenses s’étaient établies 4 $40,000,000 par mois en 
juin et en juillet, tandis qu’elles se placaient 4 $67,000,000 en septembre et 4 $81,000,000 en 
octobre. Les recettes de l’année fiscale jusqu’en octobre surpassent de $145,000,000 celles de la 
méme période de l’année précédente. On a donné a entendre que le prochain emprunt de guerre 
ne sera pas lancé avant l’été prochain. En novembre les souscriptions aux certificats sans intéréts 
du Dominion du Canada se chiffrent 4 $589,091, ce qui porte 4 $3,400,000 le total des ventes de 
cette émission 4 la fin du mois. ,
